\.        Subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  permit,  the  Permittee  shall  conduct  all  drilling 
operations  in  accordance  with  an  application  to  the  Board  registered  as  Application  No.  910673  on  3  May 
1991. 

2.  The  holes  shall 

(a)  be  drilled  within  the  area  specified  m  Appendix  A,  and 

(b)  not  penetrate  beyond  300  metres. 

3.  The  Permittee  shall 

(a)  inmiediately  contact  the  Board  should  gas  be  encountered  during  drilling 
operations,  and 

(b)  supply  the  Board  once  a  year  upon  the  anniversary  of  this  permit  witii  a  map 
showing  all  holes  drilled  in  the  previous  year. 

4.  Before  commencing  drilling  activities,  the  Permittee  must  obtain  a  formal  or  deemed 
Exploration  Approval  from  the  Land  Conservation  and  Reclamation  Council. 

5.  Upon  completion  of  the  drilling  operations,  the  drill  hole  sites  shall  be  reclaimed  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  the  Land  Conservation  and  Reclamation  Council. 

6.  This  permit  shall  expire  five  years  from  the  date  hereof.

(hereinafter  called  "the  Permittee")  to  drill  holes  to  depths  greater  than  150  metres  for  exploration 
purposes  in  the  Vicary  Creek  area,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  Subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  permit,  the  Permittee  shall  conduct  all  drilling 
operations  in  accordance  with  an  application  to  the  Board  registered  as  Application  No.  910735  on  15 
May  1991. 

2.  The  holes  shall 

(a)  be  drilled  within  100  metres  of  the  locations  shown  in  the  application  of  the 
Permittee  to  the  Board,  and 

(b)  not  penetrate  beyond  the  depths  given  in  the  application. 

3.  The  Permittee  shall  advise  the  Board  of  the  date  of  commencement  of  the  drilling 
operations  herein  permitted,  not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  commencement  of  such  operations. 

4.  Upon  completion  of  the  drilling  operations,  the  drill  hole  sites  shall  be  reclaimed  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  the  Land  Conservation  and  Reclamation  Council. 

5.  This  permit  shall  expire  two  years  from  the  date  of  issuance.
